PARIS  MEETING

ington that  preparatory  talks

Unfinished  Business 


OF  many  things  the  former  Liberal 
regime  promised  but  did  not  produce, 
the  equalization  of  rates  in  a uniform 
freight  tariff  policy  for  Canada  emerged 
before  the  Diefenbaker  cabinet  yesterday 
as  part  of  this  nation’s  unfinished  business. 
Eight  of  the  ten  provinces  which  have 
fought  the  year-by-year  interim  and  final 


agreed,  and  perhaps  never  could  be 
brought  to  regard  any  solution  as  perfect. 
On  the  other  hand,  Canada  must  establish 
a rate  structure  soon  that  will  serve  the 
interests  of  the  nation,  and  be  flexible 
enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  changing 
times. 

The  perpetual  rate  boost  formula,  with 
current  increases  pending,  has  run  into 
a slow-down  in  the  tempo  of  business  on 
this  continent.  That  has  intensified  the 
objection  of  the  dissenting  provinces  on 
the  one  hand,  and  not  rendered  any  easier 
the  operating  difficulties  on  the  railways 
on  the  other.  A third  element.  Canadian 
shippers  who  have  to  move  goods  across 
the  country,  will  watch  the  administration 
now  to  see  what  action  is  taken  by  the 
cabinet  in  the  present  instance.  By  sus- 
pending the  operation  of  the  last  rate 
order  until  it  had  time  to  hear  the  appeal 
against  it  the  cabinet  has  raised  some 
public  hopes.  What  may  follow-  could  be 
a provisional  short-term  ruling,  hut  in  the 
long  run  the  wholestructure  of  rail  freight 
rates  in  Canada  should  be  re-examined 
and  recast.  It  would  be  idle  to  go  for- 
ward with  this  built-in  accelerator  in  the 
business-cost  cycle,  which  is  what  the 
former  Liberal  policy  amounted  to. 


orders  issued  by  the  transport  board  are 
now  appealing  directly  to  the  Dominion 
to  disallow  the  last  two  rate  increases, 
involving  some  $2o.000.000  in  added 
charges  on  goods  moving  in  Canada. 
British  Columbia  is  participating  in  the 
appeal  as  part  of  its  long  struggle  against 
the  same  conditions.  Onlv  Ontario  and 
Quebec  are  ot>t  represented  in  the  present 
request. 

From  a long-range  standpoint,  the  Pro-

The  New  York  Times, 
for  example,  refers  to  Prime  Minister 
Diefenbaker’s  policies  as  **not  bom  of 
anti-American  sentiments  but  . . . tokens 
of  a new  stirring  in  a progressively  self- 
conscious  Canada,  proud  of  its  growth 
and  anxious  to  stretch  its  wings."  The 
American  people,  the  New-  York  Times 
goes  on  to  say,  "will  sympathize  with  this 
development  and  accommodate  themselves 
to  it  in  clear  realization  that  a stronger 
and  more  prosperous  Canada  is  not  only 
a better  trading  partner  but  also  a sturdier 
ally  in  the  defence  of  the  American 
continent." 

Faintly  patronizing  as  this  comment 
may  appear,  it  is  a fairly  accurate  assess- 
ment of  Canada-U.S.  relations  today,  and 
of  the  feeling  of  the  Canadian  people. 
There  are  lunatic  fringes  in  every'  country, 
and  Canada  is  no  exception.  Sad  as  it 
may  be.  we  have  people  who  are  anti- 
American.  just  as  we  have  others  who 
are  anti-British  or  anti-somebody  else. 
But  they  are  inconsequential  soreheads 
who  do  not  reflect  the  attitude  of  the 
country'.  Premier  Bennett  shouldn't  let 
them  bother  him. 


PREMIER  BENNETT  remarked  the 
other  day,  apropos  of  nothing  in  par- 
ticular, that  anti-American  talk  was  not 
only  foolishness  but  against  the  interests 
of  Canada  and  the  whole  Western  free 
world.  A great  many  people  would  agree 
with  him  as  to  the  dangers  of  anti-Ameri- 
canism— if  there  were  such  a state  of  mind 
in  Canada  generally.  We  don’t  believe 
relationships  have  come  to  that,  or  that 
they  ever  will.  People  can  be  "for” 
Canada  without  being  "against"  the 
United  States  or  any  other  nation. 

There  are  economic  and  political  prob- 
lems to  be  ironed  out  between  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  and  it  would  be 
idle  to  pretend  otherwise,  But  it  is  non- 
sense to  suggest  that  a strengthening 
desire  on  the  part  of  Canadians  to  run 
their  own  show  amounts  to  anti-Ameri- 
canism. Use  of  the  term  is  to  be  found 
more  in  the  United  States  than  in  tiiis 
country,  perhaps  partly  because  some 
sections  of  the  press  have  misinterpreted 
the  result  of  the  recent  federal  election. 
There  have  been  extravagant  references 
to  a "wave"  of  anti-Americanism,  as  if 
Canada  as  a nation  were  turning  against 
its  old  and  trusted  neighbor. 


Mr.  Khrushchev's  advisers  survey 
the  world  with  all  its  development  a 
and  changes  and  make  a policy  to  fit 
realities.  President  Elsenhower  and 
Mr  Dullo*  act  as  though  nothing  had 
happened  since  President  Truman  de- 
vised the  containment  and  thermo- 
nuclear deterrent  doctrine,  to  i>e 
implemented  by  military  base* 
through  ihe  world. 

But  one  can  only  contain  or  deter 
if  one’s  enemies  provide  the  oppor- 
tunity In  the  form  of  an  outright  ag- 
gression. The  policy  can  be  rendered 
futile  by  affording  no  chance  for  It 
to  operate,  while  carrying  on  activi- 
ties and  expanding  power  by  mean* 
against  which  it  is  unarmed.  This  re- 
quires wit  and  dexterity  not  dogma.

AMei  ihe  First  World  War  Russian 
policy  was  to  foment  communist 
revolutions  among  war  weary  peo- 
ples. In  Hungary  and  Bavaria  com- 
munist* did  seize  power,  but  were 
soon  suppressed. 

After  the  Second  World  War  Rus- 
sia made  no  attempt  to  appeal  to 
communist  revolt  in  Europe  It  ob- 
viously did  not  seem,  at  the  time, 
operationally  feasible.

There  is  evidence  that  the  commu- 
nist revolution  in  China  surprised 
Stalin.  But-  elsewhere  in  the  Ea*t 
Russia  has  supported  nationalism, 
and  exploits  the  universal  fear  of 
nuclear  wat.  posing  not  the  ques- 
tion of  communism  versus  capitalism 
hut  nr  peace  versus  annihilation.  All

her.  Tito  particulars  of  her  fortnight’s 
stay  in  B.C.  are  not  yet  completed  but 
it  is  expected  she  may  be  in  Victoria  for 
four  days.  There  is  thus  a special  obliga- 
tion to  make  these  days  especially  worth- 
while, both  for  the  Queen's  sister  herself 
and  for  Victorians. 

A dispatch  from  Ottawa  says  an  effort 
is  being  made  to  combine  fun  with  for- 
mality .in  the  programs  set  out  for  her 
visit.  This  is  not  easy  to  do.  as  previous 
royal  visits  have  made  clear.  It  can  be 
assumed  that  Princess  Margaret  will  run 
the  gauntlet  of  official  receptions  without 
number,  but  apparently  there  will  be  some 
free  days  to  permit  her  some  privacy. 
She  will  need  them.  Insofar  as  Victoria 
is  concerned  efforts  should  be  made  to 
bring  her  into  contact  with  as  many  of 
the  public  as  possible,  with  r minimum  of 
pomp  and  circumstance. 

The  Queen's  sister  has  become  a focal 
point  of  much  human  interesl  these  past 
few'  years,  and  as  a nation  Canada  is 
looking  forward  with  relish  to  her  visit. 
Victoria  is  no  exception,  and  July  12  will 
he  a gala  occasion  when  her  plane  comes 
to  rest  at  Patricia  Bay. 


SOME  of  the  details  of  the  visit  of  Prin- 
cess Margaret  to  Canada  this  summer 
have  now  been  released.  It  has  been 
known  for  many  months  that  the  Queen's 
sister  would  come  here  but  seemingly 
royal  Itineraries  take  a great  deal  of 
arranging.  Knowing  the  claims  made  by 
different  communities  on  a royal  presence 
this  is  not  surprising;  the  wonder  often 
is  that  so  much  can  be  packed  into  so 
little  time. 

Her  Royal  Highness  is  visiting  Canada 
primarily  in  connection  with  the  B.C. 
Centenary,  and  because  of  that  half  of 
her  month-long  stay  will  be  in  this  prov- 
ince. Thereafter  she  will  spend  an  equal 
amount  of  time  in  each  of  the  three  major 
areas — the  West,  the  central  provinces 
Including  two  days  at  Ottawa,  and  the 
Atlantic  region.  In  this  way.  according 
to  the  prime  minister’s  office,  she  will 
be  able  to  enjoy  "a  general  glimpse  of 
Canada,  both  urban  and  rural,  at  work 
and  play  In  the  summer."  ^ 

On  her  flight  to  Canada  the  Princess 
will  touch  down  first  in  Victoria,  and 
this  citv  will  have  the  distinction  of  being

with  slave  labor  wherever  possible.  Does  anyone  really 
believe  howevpr,  that  business  woqld  willingly  foicgo  the 
opportunity  for  extra  profit  provided  by  lowei  labor  cosis? 
Would  buslnevs  deliberately  reduce  its  earnings  so  that  the 
customer  could  benefit'! 

Let  us  by  all  means  evolve  a rational  wage  policy,'  ar,d  a 
rational  price  policy,  to  protect  all  selection**  ol  thp  com- 
munity, but  let  us  not  criticize  «n  moral  grounds  either 
business  or  labor  unions  for  the  greed'  that  is  then  sole 
reason  for  existence.

The  cages, 
which  seem  to  be  of  adequate  size,  are  nicely  spaced  in 
areas  cleared  in  Ihe  virgin  bush  around  a large  cenual 
cleared  area  Both  sunshine  and  shade  for  the  animals  are 
thus  Insured  Thr  cages  were  clean  and  well  provided  with 
fresh  moss  for  bedding. 

The  nocturnal  animals  were  peacefully  sleeping;  'he 
other  animals  and  hud*  looked  lively  and  happy,  '['he  only 
exception  was  a cageful  of  beats  which  vvpre  suffering  Irom 
severe  moulting  of  their  fur,  possibly  because  ol  change  of 
climate.  This  was  explained  by  a vetermai  lan'S  letter  at- 
tached to  the  cage  The  “Children  s Zoo”  had  the  usual  col- 
lection of  lambs,  kids,  guinea  pigs  etc.,  most  of  which  ob- 
viously enjoyed  the  attentions  of  the  visitor*.  None  was 
being  maltreated. 

I think  many  of  the  tender  hearted  people  who  condemn 
all  7.00*  holus  bolus  are  tncllned  to  forget  two  things.  First, 
that  animals  have  not  the  highly  developed  mental  and 
nervous  niganizaimn  of  human  brings.  Secondly,  that  life  in 
the  wild  state  is  a continual  struggle  against  natural  enemies, 
and  against  hunger,  thirst  and  the  elements. 

In  most  ca-rs.  the  memories  of  animals  and  birds  ate 
comparatively  short;  they  soon  cease  to  pine  for  their  life 
In  the  wilds  and  become  reconciled  to  captivity,  especially  if 
taken  when  young.  In  captivity,  animals  enjoy  two  »f  the 
“Four  Freedoms"  often  denied  them  in  their  natural  state — 
freedom  from  want  and  (reodnm  from  fear. 

The  SPCA  do  a good  job  of  curbing  deliberate  cruelty; 
they  should  move  with  caution  in  condemning  honest  people 
trying  to  make  a living  by  displaying  animals.  Too  Intolerant 
an  attitude  would  soon  brand  the  SPCA  as  a gioup  of  crack* 
pots  and  undermine  their  effectiveness  when  dealing  with 
rase*  of  genuine  cruelty.
